THERE ARE MANY ELEMENTS which go into the making of a suc- 

' @essful educational system. Good teachers are, of course, essential, but 
buildings and class room equipment also_play an important part for both 

In the building of schools, &s in many other 
matters, ideas have changed considerably in the past twenty-five years, 
‘and the design of a modern school is quite different to the school buildings 
constructed early in the present century.| Until a short time ago there 
were relatively few new school buildings in Canada, and many of the old 
ones, which are still in use, are far below present standards of school archi- 
In some of the larger cities, due to overcrowded conditions tem- 


and some have continued to house classes in spite of 


There are several reasons why the number of modern 
school buildings have not kept up with the need for 
them, During the depression of the. 1930's, money 
wasynot available fox ‘ppilding new’ schools, and this 
period was followed almost immediately by the Second World War, when 
lack $f labour and’ materials curtailed all building operations not essential 
As result of these factors, few new schools 
‘were built in Canada for a period of nearly twenty years, and at the end 
of the war there was an accumulated need for a great many new school 
Since that time, however, there has been what is termed a boom 
in the construction of new schools, and according to “School Progress” ‘a 
business magazine for Canadian schools, this. boom has not yet reached its 
peak, but is expected to continue fpr another ten years. 

. s 
In Saskatchewan a total of $7,500,000 has been 
spent since the end of the war, and the depart- 
ment of education has proposed that another 
' five million dollars be spent on school buildings 
in the next three or four years, In addition, the larger cities in that prov- 
ince have plans for expenditures of qver one million dollars for new schools 
in the immediate future. Alberta cities are planning to devote over twelve 
million dollars to the building of schools, and Manitoba has a‘ building pro- 
gramme which will involve several million ‘dollars. 
spent $75,000,000 on school buildings since the war, and plans to spend that 
much again to bring accommodation in the schools there up to the desired 
Large expenditures for this purpose are also being made in 
Quebec, the Maritimes. and British Columbia. 
that the provinces are taking this interest in improving elementary and 
Secoridary school facilities here. Many schools are mow used for adult edu- 
cation classes and for community activities after regular school hours, so 
not only the pupils, but.the community at large is benefitting from the 
present extensive programme for the construction of new and modern

ton of Nelson, B.C., W. J. Van Vliet of Quinton, Sask., and C, J. Small of 
Toronto, will be trained as agricultural specialists and will go to appoint- 
ments abroad.
